Newport  Ambulance  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Croydon  for  their  sup- 
port in  1988.  We  also  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Croydon  Police 
and  Fire  Departments  for  their  valuable  assistance  whenever  it  was  needed, 
on  30  calls  for  service. 

1988  was  a  year  for  rebuilding  our  attendant  roster,  for  improving  the  skills 
of  our  members  and  for  implementing  the  newly  created  full  time  Director's 
position. 

Our  department  now  has,  in  addition  to  the  Director,  a  staff  of  12  dedicated 
and  well  trained  attendants  on  call.  These  individuals  provide  efficient  service 
and  skilled  emergency  medical  care  to  our  community.  In  addition,  they  attend 
voluntary  training  seminars  on  their  own  time,  maintain  primary  incomes  out- 
side the  department,  and  manage  to  find  a  few  hours  now  and  then  for  their 
personal  lives.  At  present,  all  attendants  are  Emergency  Medical  Technicians, 
or  are  preparing  for  advancement  to  that  level.  Several  members  of  the  depart- 
ment are  maintaining  advanced  life  support  skills  which  can  save  valuable 
minutes  in  the  treatment  of  serious  medical  emergencies. 

A  1986  Ford  Ambulance,  voted  last  year,  was  put  into  service  shortly  after 
Town  meeting.  The  vehicle  was  a  sales  demonstrator  and  was  never  in  service 
prior  to  purchase  by  this  department.  It  has  proved  to  be  a  good  investment 
financially,  has  performed  reliably  and  has  suited  the  needs  of  the  service 
well. 

We  feel  confident  that  our  efforts  of  1988  will  help  us  to  provide  faster,  more 
efficient  and  technically  superior  care  to  the  community  in  the  upcoming  year. 

The  members  of  Newport  Ambulance  remind  you  that  CPR  saves  lives. 
Working  together,  we  can  make  a  difference.

In  May  of  1988  the  Croydon  Police  Department  acquired  a  KR-10  radar  unit 
which  has  been  used  effectively  to  reduce  the  number  of  speeding  vehicles 
through  tov^n.  This  unit  was  purchased  with  a  federal  grant  through  the  New 
Hampshire  Highway  Safety  Agency. 

In  August  Officer  Edward  Markland  resigned  due  to  other  committments 
and  in  November  Corporal  John  Markland  resigned  to  become  a  member  of  the 
Gilford  Police  Department. 

In  September  Marie  Brown,  a  dispatcher  with  the  Newport  Police  Depart- 
ment was  sworn  in  as  a  member  of  the  Croydon  Police  Department  and  is 
awaiting  attendance  at  the  part-time  police  officers'  school. 

As  always  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Croydon  for  their  continued  support 
and  assistance.  Thanks  also  to  the  New  Hampshire  Highway  Safety  Agency, 
the  State  Police  and  the  Fish  and  Game  Depts. 

Thirty  seven  people  had  to  be  reminded  to  get  their  dogs  licensed,  which  is 
an  increase  over  1987.  Four  of  these  people  had  court  action  taken  against 
them.  Dogs  must  be  licensed  before  April  30th  of  each  year  if  they  are  more 
than  three  months  old,  or  there  will  be  a  penalty  assessment  in  addition  to  any 
legal  action  that  can  follow.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  nnore  fires  ttian  normal. 
The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires  kindled 
without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning.  All 
causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law 
may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Concord  Forest  Protection 
Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217,  or  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business  Practices  Law  (RSA 
224:54)  goes  into  effect.  This  law,  in  summary,  states  that  a  person  is  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  if,  in  the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest  product,  uses  a 
false  weight  or  measure  for  falsely  determining  any  quality  or  quanity  of  a 
forest  product.  For  more  information,  contact  one  of  the  persons  mentioned 
above.

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CROYDON  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Croydon  Volunteer  Fire  Department  experienced  a  vast  variety  of  fire 
calls  in  1988.  Structure  fires  claimed  two  homes  and  one  vacant  building. 

Chimney  fires  were  down  from  last  year  with  only  four  fire  calls.  Either  more 
townspeople  are  burning  oil,  or  wood  burners  are  doing  something  right. 

We  had  an  average  number  of  illegal  burns,  smoke  investigations,  public 
assist,  wires  down,  and  mutual-aid  calls  in  town,  but  the  best  record  comes 
from  the  fact  that  over  two  hundred  fire  permits  were  written  in  1988  and  only 
one  minor  problem  resulted.  With  another  dry  summer  forecast  this  year;  let  us 
all  be  cautious  and  keep  that  record  clean. 

Spring  is  fast  approaching  and  we  will  be  contemplating  the  burning  of 
grass,  leaves,  brush,  and  the  debris  of  last  fall  and  winter.  Remember  —  a  Fire 
Permit  is  required,  by  state  law,  for  all  fires  kindled  in  the  open.  While  snow  is 
on  the  ground  a  phone  call  to  the  Fire  Warden  is  sufficient.  Just  a  reminder  — 
open  fires  cannot  be  left  unattended. 

Two  dry  hydrants  were  installed  this  past  year  by  the  Fire  Department;  one 
at  Spectacle  Pond  on  Route  10  and  one  on  Old  Route  10  North  on  property  of 
Lyme  Timber. 

The  last  hydrant  was  installed;  by  Fire  Department  personnel,  on  a  man- 
made  pond  in  which  all  excavation  and  material  expenses  were  paid  by  Lyme 
Timber  Company. 

Two  additional  sites  are  being  considered  for  dry  hydrants  in  1989. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  townspeople  and  especially  the  Ladies'  Aux- 
iliary, for  their  tremendous  support  and  hope  it  will  continue  in  the  future.

for  the  Town  of  Croydon 

1988  was  a  year  like  no  other  in  the  Town  of  Croydon.  This  Town  exper- 
ienced unprecedented  levels  of  interest  for  growth  and  development  which  is 
reflective  of  a  vital  and  prosperous  community. 

Without  the  aid  of  a  realistic  zoning  regulation,  your  Board  reviewed  and  ap- 
proved several  major  subdivision  projects  which  were  well  conceived  and 
hopefully  will  aid  to  the  long  term  growth  of  the  Town. 

Some  projects  of  interest: 

1.  Loon  Lake:  A  748  acre  tract,  formally  known  as  "Whip-Poor- 
Will".  The  project  ultimately  will  develop  over  100  residential 
homesites  on  privately  maintained  roads; 

2.  Ironwood  Development:  An  8  lot  project  between  Cash  Street 
and  Rockybound  Pond; 

3.  Lyme  Timber  Company  and  Willowbrook:  A  12  lot  project  on 
the  East  side  of  Route  10  North,  encompassing  both  residen- 
tial lots  and  some  natural  preservation  areas. 

In  addition,  your  Board  implemented  policy  and  procedure  for  RSA  155E,  to 
control  excavation,  sand  and  gravel  permits,  etc. 

The  future  growth  and  development  of  this  Town  is  of  prime  importance  to 
everyone.  We  look  forward  to  the  continuous  interest  of  the  townspeople  and 
hope  for  their  help  in  the  meetings  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  OFFICIAL 

As  has  been  the  pattern  during  the  six  years  that  I've  been  your  Building  Of- 
ficial, the  issuance  of  building  permits  in  Croydon  in  1988  experienced  an  in- 
crease over  the  previous  year.  During  the  past  year  I  recorded  43  permits,  com- 
pared to  37  for  1987.  A  compilation  of  the  other  years  which  I  have  kept  records 
are:  1986,  32  permits;  1985,  22  permits;  1984,  19  permits;  and  1983,  12  permits. 

In  1988  I  issued  1 1  (eleven)  permits  for  new  homes,  the  same  as  in  1987.  The 
rest  of  the  permits  made  out  last  year  were  for  the  following  projects:  mobile 
homes  installed,  3;  additions,  4;  garages,  5;  remodeled  alterations,  4;  sheds,  7; 
porches,  3;  decks,  1;  and  1  chicken  coup.  Also  issued  were  2  permits  to  move 
existing  homes  to  new  foundations  and  1  permit  to  build  a  boys'  cabin  at 
Camp  Coniston. 

During  the  past  three  years  Croydon  has  witnessed  the  construction  of  over 
30  new  homes,  plus  the  installation  of  10  mobile  homes.  We're  experiencing  a 
surge  of  growth,  perhaps  short-lived,  perhaps  prolonged  in  duration.  Loon 
Lake  condos  loom  in  the  near  future.  The  first  two  building  permits  for  1989  are 
for  new  homes.  Currently  there  are  no  extensive  town  ordinances  governing 
this  growth.  Do  we  need  or  want  them?  The  answer  to  this  question,  among 
others,  will  be  discussed  at  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  at  the  town  hall  at  7 
p.m.  on  Wednesday  the  29th  of  March.  A  second  hearing  to  continue  the 
discussions  will  be  held  within  15  days  of  the  first  meeting  a  large  turnout  of 
townspeople  to  deliver  a  broad  spectrum  of  opinions  and  ideas  is  critical. 
Please  attend  if  you  are  able. 

Annual  reminder ...  a  septic  system  plan  approved  by  the  Water  Supply  & 
Pollution  Control  Division  of  the  N.H.  Department  of  Environmental  Services  is 
a  must  before  a  permit  can  be  given  for  the  construction  of  a  new  home  or  the 
installation  of  a  mobile  home.  The  entire  process  from  test  pits  to  the  final  ap- 
proval document  can  be  time  consumming,  so  initiate  things  well  in  advance 
of  your  proposed  construction  start-up  date.  Consult  me  if  you  wish. 

Permits  for  all  projects  are  issued  from  my  residence  on  the  North  Newport 
Road  in  the  Flat.  Please  call  863-1764  first.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Croydon  School  District: 

The  students  at  the  Croydon  Village  School  continue  to  be 
visited  by  persons  of  the  media  who  are  anxious  to  report  on  our 
one  room  schoolhouse.  This  fall  Channel  5  from  Boston  spent  a 
whole  day  videotaping  the  activity  in  the  classroom.  At  the 
same  time,  local  reporters  were  taking  pictures  of  the  television 
people.  The  students  took  all  of  the  attention  in  their  stride  and 
spent  the  day  as  usual  —  reading,  writing  and  doing  arithmetic. 

Susan  O'Brien,  who  had  been  on  the  Board  for  several  years, 
resigned  in  the  fall  to  be  able  to  take  a  position  in  the  Newport 
School  District.  Her  work  to  enhance  the  educational  program 
at  the  Village  School  has  been  very  much  appreciated. 

In  order  to  meet  the  minimum  standards  for  elementary 
schools,  the  Village  School  needs  to  improve  its  library  collec- 
tion and  provide  more  library  experiences  for  the  students.  Mrs. 
Susan  Snider,  the  library  consultant  for  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  met  with  the  Board  in  the  fall  and  outlined  a  program 
that  we  feel  is  appropriate  to  follow  to  meet  the  state  stan- 
dards. The  plan  is  to  purchase  more  books  each  year  and  to 
employ  a  certified  librarian  to  work  with  the  students  and  the 
teacher  one  day  a  month.  You  will  see  an  increase  in  the  budget 
of  $2,000.00  to  purchase  books  and  $1,500.00  to  employ  the 
librarian.  The  books  and  the  services  will  provide  the  students 
with  science,  social  studies  and  literature  materials  that  are 
unavailable  now,  as  well  as  the  opportunity  to  be  taught  how  to 
use  the  materials.  I  hope  the  people  of  Croydon  will  support  that 
Board  in  their  efforts  to  provide  the  students  at  the  Village 
School  with  expanded  educational  opportunities. 

The  Village  School  is  a  happy  and  exciting  place  for  students 
because  the  teacher,  Charles  Brettell,  and  the  assistant,  An- 
nette Dodge,  challenge  them  to  learn,  to  think  and  to  get  along 
with  one  another.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
DIRECTOR  OF  PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 


Special  Education  services  are  available  to  every  student  in  the  Croydon 
School  District.  The  Croydon  Village  School  has  a  pupil  placement  team  con- 
sisting of  the  child's  classroom  teacher,  school  psychologist,  and  the  Director 
of  Pupil  Personnel  Services.  When  a  child  is  in  need  of  special  education  ser- 
vices, the  team,  together  with  the  parents,  plan  and  develop  an  individualized 
educational  program  designed  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  the  student. 

Approximately  10-12%  of  our  student  population  has  been  identified  as 
educationally  handicapped.  Language  and  learning  disabilities  account  for 
the  vast  majority  of  handicaps.  Our  special  education  and  regular  education 
staff  work  together  to  ensure  that  students  with  learning  disabilities  succeed 
in  the  regular  classroom. 

Over  the  past  five  years  we  have  developed  a  continuum  of  special  educa- 
tion services  from  pre-school  through  high  school.  Today  only  a  few  handi- 
capped students  are  placed  in  residential  settings  or  private  and/or  other 
public  school  special  eduction  programs.  The  challenge  for  the  future  will  be 
to  improve  the  quality  of  instruction  while  maintaining  the  present  level  of  ser- 
vices. Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  integrating  special  and  regular  education 
and  on  increasing  inservice  opportunities  for  teachers  and  parents. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  our  teachers,  parents,  and  School  Board 
members  for  their  continued  support  of  our  exceptional  children.  I  encourage 
you  to  visit  your  local  school's  special  education  programs  as  well  as  our 
regional  School  Administrative  Unit  programs  located  in  Bradford 
(Pre-school),  Newport  (mentally  retarded),  and  Sunapee  (emotionally  dis- 
turbed). Please  drop  in  and  see  first-hand  the  excellent  work  our  teachers  are 
doing  in  educating  your  special  children.  And  finally,  as  parents  of  our  special 
needs  children,  I  ask  you  to  become  active  participants  In  the  special  educa- 
tion process.
